It was reveal 
that a cerffclft ^ohrr’Brurfby of'tfcotch-Irish descent cane fron Ireland prior to the 
Revolution and settled in the neighborhood of Hillsboro, about fifteen miles free 
Harlinton on the Groenbrier River. He brought an attractive bride fron among the 
Shamrocks of his native hoath when he carao to America, whose name was Kellie McDonald, 
and an ancestral kinsnan of Ramsay >JcDonald, prime minister of the British Empire. 

The Bruffoys have studiously fXoi^^yybliPAstatemBnt concerning tho relations'dp with 
such royal personages, butinnest Virginia to know that Tom Bruffey, who opened this 
roniniscont hour is a cousin of England's great prime minister. 

We learned this Bruffoys were an invontive turn of mind. One of the Pocahontas family 
worked for many years on the unsolved problem of "perpetual motion".
